GOVERNOR _ PEOPLE are considerable of an in- 
ROOSEVELT. stitution. They take large liberties 

with themselves in a way that is magnifi- 
cently inconsistent. Before election orators picture them 
as transparently single-minded; after election it is always 
seen that their reasoning is as hard to follow and their 
motives as obscure as the reasoning and the motives of a 
woman. A prophet who boasts accurate fore-knowledge of 
their vote might as plausibly claim to know the logic of the 
wind. In New York they have refused Judge Van Wyck 
for their Gevernor. He is an excellent gentleman and 
PucK felicitates him upon the very flattering if inadequate 
vote which he received. They have preferred to take a 
gentleman no less excellent in personal worth, and PUCK 
likewise felicitates him. And, since the People undoubtedly 
knew what they wanted, we most heartily congratulate them 
upon their success in getting it. So far as one may know 
such things, it seems plain that Col. Roosevelt’s election is a 
personal triumph over two Bosses,—that he defeated both 
Croker and Platt. By the same token it seems as plain that 
he was not elected because of his aversion to Spain nor 


because of any fancied insecurity of the Nation; that is, 
a strict division between pro-Spanish and anti-Spanish votérs 
would have ingtuced a much greater majority against Spain 
than that by which Col. Roosevelt won his place.

We believe they will not be disappointed, We look to see 
him make as good a record in peace as he made in war. The

AS TO THE —— AGAINST the keeping of 
PHILIPPINES. the Philippines are plentiful. They 

are good ones, too. The islands are far 
away; their people nomads, savages and pirates; their 
resources undeveloped; their value as producers uncertain ;

race troubles. Clearly, the retention of these islands means 
an additional burden and expense. And yet, in spite of 
‘these good arguments, the sentiment of the country seems 
to be unmistakably for keeping them. It is a sentiment 
not based upon their value, and hence it is superior to all 
figures showing them to be undesirable. It is a sentiment 
that wants them whether they are desirable or not, a senti- 
ment willing to make a monetary sacrifice in order to keep 
them. ‘National pride” perhaps best describes this senti- 
ment; and, to define it more closely, national pride in the 
achievements of Dewey and our navy. He, as our repre 
sentative, won a foothold in those islands in a way that 
thrilled every one of us; and we have a fecling that to giv 
up the position now would be to belittle his victory, himself 
and ourselves. Possibly all that the anti-annexationists say 
of this sentiment is true. It may be primitive and un 
reasoning. But there it is, a very important sentiment 
among those by which human nature expresses itself; and 
what are you going to do about it? But it must be said 
that mingled with this purely selfish sentiment is one that 
is unselfish, a genuine impulse to protect the Filipinos
